8. Carefully wedge a gap at the window and frame using the HPC No.AW-99 
Air Wedge®. Use the HPC No.AS-1 AutoSleeve™ to prevent damage to the 
weather stripping and automobile finish. Note: Extra care should be taken 
when prying the door away from the door frame.
